There was something strange in 
the way the man on.the sidewalk 
was looking at various store win- 
dows and doors when Police Lieu- 
tenant Tony DeOcampo was driv- 
ing to the Menlo Park police sta- 
tion shortly after 10 Sunday night. 

Before the lieutenant’s curiosity 
was satisfied, several hours later, 
the police department had arrest- 
ed a burglar’in action and his wife 
as an accomplice. 

As the Lieutenant tells the story, 
he was-driving east on Santa Cruz 
avenue near Chestnut street, when 
he noticed a person on the side- 
walk, looking at the window and 
door transom of Maurice Williams 
Beauty Salon. Keeping his eye on 
the man, the lieutenant drove on 
when he noticed the man turn 
back and walk in the opposite 
direction. 

The police lieutenant parked 
his car in plaza number one, and | 
as he watched, the man stepped 
on the glass*door handle at the 

Lux Cleaners, 1135 Chestnut 
street, and disappeared through 
the ‘transom into the building. 

“It was just as neat as you 
please,” the still astonished officer 
reports. 

Two inspectors and four officers 
responded to the lieutenant’s call 
for assistance, and they surround- 
ed the building. Three or four min- 
utes. later, the subject shouted, 
“Okay, you’ve got me,” and emerg- 
ed.from the building. 

While he was being questionea 
at the station, officers scouted the 
area. Lt. DeOcampo again was “at 
the right spot at the right time,” 
when he found a car on Oak Grove 
avenue, with a woman asleep under 
a coat.

What Young Men Want: . | 


New Explorer Scout Program 
Designed for Wider. Interest 


All dressed up in a new package | 
for older high-school age young | 
men, a new Exploring program | 
will be launched by the Boy 
Scouts of America in November, | 
Lynn Austin, field executive of 
the Live Oak District area, an- 
nounced this week. 

Based on surveys made for the} 
Boy Scouts of America by the In- 
stitute for Social Research at the 
University of Michigan and other 
groups, the new program is just 
what the young men asked for, | 
he said. 

The researchers questioned a 
cross section of the two and a half 
million young mem between 14 
and 16 years of age and turned up 
some good advice on the type of 
program young men want and 
need. 

Exploring now will open its 
doors to all young men whether 
or not they have been Boy 
Scouts, and they may join when 
in the ninth grade or above and 
14 years of age. Those 15, 16 
and 17 years old may join re- 
gardless of grade.

Municipal Report: 


Newspapers’ ‘Watchdog’ Role 
A Happy One in Menlo Park 


The relatouships between a 
newspaper and the various gov- 
ernmental constituencies in which 
it operates may not appear, at 
first glance to be of more than 
academic interest. 

But newspapermen = generally 
regard it as of considerably more 
interest than that, and are for- 
ever on guard against new inroads 
and regulations by tax-supported 
public agencies. 

In Menlo Park and Atherton, 
relations between newspapers 
and the city, school government 
agencies can be considered 
good. The last time the Re- 
corder felt it incumbent on it- | 
self to get defensive about a | 
city action was when, about 10 
years ago, the city proposed a 
business license ordinance which 
specified a license fee for a 
“newspaper.” | 

The editor at that time noted 
that the right to grant license 
also implied the right to withhold 
a license; this, he said, was a 
pretty clear violation of the inten- 
tion of the First Amendment of 
the Constitution, which guaran- 
tees freedom of the press. | 

One previous editor of the Re- 
corder roundly criticized an action | 
of the city council—in the dear | 
dead days when

Designed to eliminate the pos- 
sibility of “star chamber” sessions, 
it declares that any action not on 
such a pre-published agenda can 
be declared nuil and void, if some- 
body wants to challenge it.

Legally forcing a public body to 
report what’s going to happen cuts 
newspaper reporting tack in ha!f.

Police Chief 
Denied 


Graft Charges 


The files of the Menlo Park 
Recorder reveal that, 30 years 
ago this week, the following 
items, here reproduced exactly 
as first published, were news in 
the young community: 


September 7, 1928: 


“The turmoil caused by the ru- 
mors of graft and threats of vio- 
lence that have been hurled at the 
police department of Menlo Park, 
since they have taken more than 
$4,006 from citizens of that town 
in fines for violation of the prohi- 
bition law came to a head last 
Thursday evening when, as report 
has it, Mayor Harry Weeden, yield- 
ing to incessant importunities of 
certain residents, in company with 
trustees T. Dale and A. C. Ellis 
went on a ‘sleuthing expedition’ in 
Chinatown and laid in wait for 
members of the police department, 
to see if they levied a tribute on 
the wiley Orientals as their ene- 
mies had declared they were do-

“We could find no evidence in 
any way incriminating the police 
department,’ Mayor Weeden stat- 
ed in an interview the next day 
... Chief of Police Tom Furman 
stated that all the talk and 
trouble had been stirred up by

friends, who were in sympathy 
with them... 


“The Menlo Park Chinatown for 
years has been the scene of some 
of the most sensational raids of 
San Mateo county police officers.

|‘Intercultural’ Experiment: 


Foreign Teachers Again Visit | 


In Peninsula School Program 


A summer of weekly planning 
meetings by the staff of Menlo 
Park’s Peninsula Schcol has result- 
ed in a broad schedule of projects 
for school students during the 
coming school year. 


Heading the list is a continua- 
tion of the intercultural program 
begun last spring with the aid of 
an almost $6000 grant from the 
Columbia Foundation of San Fran- 
cisco. This program is designed to 
stress simultaneously the likenes- 
ses and differences between peo- 
ples of the world, and includes 
participation in varying degrees 
from all age levels at the school, 
from nursery through the eighth 
grade groups. 

Directed by Mrs. Gertrude Wil- 
liams of Palo Alto, the comprehen- 
sive program tentatively calls for 
a visiting teacher from India and 
another from a Latin-America ar- 
ea. Supplementing the program is 
the staff’s current investigation of 
the possibility of an exchange of 
classes between Peninsula School 
and a Mexican elementary school. 


NUMBER THEORY 

Mathematics classes will be fur- 
ther emphasized with a mixed-age 
class from fifth through eighth 
grades under director Alan Strain, 
to include a study of number theo- 
ry and some work on symbolic lo- 
gic. 

A re-examination of reading is 
also on the agenda, with a primary 
slant toward broadening and af- 
firming the reading skills and po- 
tentials of older students. Correc- 
tion of reading deficiencies will 
continue to be stressed. 

The school’s traditional sched- 
ule of weeklong bus and camping 
trips this year includes a jaunt to 
Death Valley for fifth and sixth 
graders, a trip to the Sierras for 
older students, and the annual 
spring camp at Plantation Ranch 
near Fort Ross for the greater

Dog Control Law 
Voted in Woodside 


After more than a year of de- 
bate, the Council of the Town of 
Woodside has finally adopted 
an ordinance for the control of 
dogs. . 

The new law, which was on the 
agenda at the time Woodside in- 
corporated a year and one-half 
ago, had been sidetracked . by 
more urgent new city business 
and by local controversy over pro- 
posed requirements. 

The new Woodside law is pat- 
terned after the county ordinance, 
according to Mrs, Lewis. Basic- 
ally, it provides that it is unlawful 
for dogs to trespass on private 
property, or to be unattended in 
public areas. Animals on leash 
are excluded. : 

By contract arrangement with 
the county, animal shelter service 
at the Peninsula Humane Society, 
Redwood City, will be available to 
Woodside dogs, and larger ani- 
mals, such as horses, cattle and 
sheep. 

Rabies innoculation is required 
for all dogs before licensing. The 
Town of Woodside license fee was 
established at $2 for males and 
$4 for females, with the county 
tax collector doing the licensing. 
_ Other provisions include declar- 
ing a dog to be a nuisance for 
barking or disturbing the peace 
continuously, and fees for Picking 
up impounded animals.
